school directors; amending an act of 
1891 relating to the purchase of bridges 
by counties; amending the ballot law 
by specifying how the »ames adopted- 
by political bodies may be protected, 
etc.; providing for the purchase and 
display of United States flags on public 
school buildings; for the destruction 
of wildcats, foxes and minks.

them: Providing thaffegal advertise- 
ments published in any county that 
contains a population 6f over 70,000 
persona who emigrated from Germany 
shall be published in one German news- 
paper; granting annuities to Jacob H. 
Howell, of McClure, and Solomon 
Thomas, of Mlfflin county, privates in 
Captain David Mitchell's independent 
company of Pennsylvania militia. 


LIGHTNING STRIKES SOLDIERS. 
'One Killed and Many Injured at New 
York's Militia Camp. 


PeekHklH, N. Y., July 13.-Lightnlng 


struck the state militia <»mp here yes- 
terday afternoon, selecting the Y. M. vC. 
A. tent as Its object. One man was 
killed and many others were badly 
hurt. The storm was a terrific one, and 
a great number of the men gathered 
in the Y. M. C. A. tent, which was 
Commodious and occupied generally by 
those who had reading or letter writ- 
Ing to do. Suddenly tb«e was a blind- 
ing flash of lightning; and In a moment 
the tent was down and m flames. A 
general alarm was sounded, and the 
guardsmen and ambulance corps came 
at double quick. 


Almost every man who had been 


under the canvas was shocked by the 
lightning. 
Corporal J. J. McDonald, 


Company A, Twenty-second regiment, 
New York, was dead. Half a dozen of 
the men were unconscious. The body 
of Corporal McDonald was the first 
taken from the mass of ruins. 
The 


surgeons worked over it for an hour or 
more, but their efforts were fruitless. 
Those who were knocked unconscious 
were revived, some of them with great 
difficulty, and one or two of the men 
are still in a serious condition. 


Corporal McDonald lived with his 


mother In New York, and was 22 years 
old. He was to have been married next 
Saturday evening, upon the return of 
the regiment from camp.

NEW PENNSLYVANIA LAWS. 


gome of tho M easures Whloh Havo 
Received tho Governor*« Signature. 
Harrisburg, July 10.—Governor Hast* 
Inga yesterday approved the Focht bill 
creating a state board oi dental exam­ 
iners. The board Is to be composed of 
five experienced dentists, whose duties 
»hall be similar to those of the state 
medical examiners. The governor also 
approved* a number of other bills, 
among them authorizing married wo­ 
men living apart from their husbands, 
under agreement, to convey and en­ 
cumber real estate without the Joinder 
of their husbands; making valid the 
diplomas of physicians issued by any 
reputable college or university in an­ 
other state or foreign Country which 
have been Improperly registered; 
au­ 
thorizing courts to Increase the num ­ 
ber of members of town council or 
school directors; amending an act of 
1&91 relating to the purchase of bridges 
by counties; amending the ballot law 
by specifying how the names adopted 
by political bodies may bo protected, 
etc.; providing for the purchase and 
display of United States flags on public 
school buildings; 
for the destruction 
of wildcats, foxes and minks. 


A number of bills were vetoed, among 
them: 
Providing that^’tegal advertise­ 
ments published in any county that 
contains a population of over 70,000 
persons who emigrated from Germany 
shall be published in one German news­ 
paper; granting annuities to Jacob H. 
Howell, 
of 
McClure, 
and 
Solomon 
Thomas, of Mifflin county, privates In 
Captain David Mitchell's independent 
company of Pennsylvania militia. 


LIGHTNING STRIKES SOLDIERS. 


'One K illed and Many Injured at Now 
York's M ilitia Camp. 


Peekskill, N. Y., July 13*—Lightning 
struck the state militia camp here yes­ 
terday afternoon, selecting the Y. M.*C. 
A. tent as its object. 
One man was 
killed and many others were badly 
hurt. The storm was a terrific one. and 
a great number of the men gathered 
in the Y. M* C. A. tent, which was 
commodious and occupied generally by 
those who had reading o r letter writ­ 
ing to do. Suddenly t^ere was a blind­ 
ing flash of lightning, and in a moment 
the tent was down and In flames* 
A 
general alarm was sounded, and the 
guardsmen and ambulance corps came 
at double quick. 


Almost every man who had been 
under the canvas was shocked by the 
lightning. 
Corporal J. J. McDonald, 
Company A, Twenty-second regiment, 
New York, was dead. Half a dozen of 
the men were unconscious. The body 
of Corporal McDonald was the first 
taken from the mass of ruins. 
The 
surgeons worked over it for an hour or 
more, but their efforts were fruitless. 
Those wrho were knocked unconscious 
were revived, some of them with great 
difficulty, and one or two of the men 
are still in a serious condition. 


Corporal McDonald lived with his 
mother In New York, and was 22 years 
old. He was to have been married next 
Saturday evening, upon the return of 
the regiment from camp. 


F atal Tenem ent Fire. 


Jersey City, July 14.—Two children 
were suffocated to death In a burning 
tenement house in this city yesterday' 
Their parents are both so badly in­ 
jured that they may not survive, and a 
girl of 13 years was probably fatally 
burned. A policeman sustained burn/3 
and inhaled smoke in such quantity 
th at he may die. . The fire broke out 
about 3 o'clock, in the baker shop of 
Edward Mansur. So filled with smoke 
were the apartm ents and halls above 
the bakery that it was difficult to 
breathe, but the policemen remained 
at their posts and succeeded in rescu­ 
ing many women and children, whom 
they passed out of vindows to fire­ 
men on the fire ladderi. The dead are

One reason why people fail in clean­ 
ing furniture coverings is that they 
are too economical in the use of 
uaphtha. 
It must be literally poured 
on to be effective. 
Standing in the 
breeze, it will evaporate very quickly, 
and will destroy every vestige ot* 
moths. 
If the articles are to be loft 
in the house, they may be wrapped in 
sheets tightly pinned around them. 
This keeps a certain amount of tho 
odor in the furniture for a long time, 
and rentiers it doubly safe. 


It cannot be too strongly emphasized 
that no light of any kind must be 
taken 
into tho 
rooms whilo tho 
naphtha-cleaned 
articles 
recently 
finished are there. 
Tho inflammable 
nature of naphtha vapor makes it ex­ 
ceedingly dangerous when brought 
near a flame. 


Cushions,carpets and wool draperies 
may safely be cleaned in this way,and 
all that is necessary is to throw all 
draperies over a line in the yard, open 
the windows, remove the wrapping 
from the furniture, and let the breeze 
have a full sweep^ through the rooms 
for a day or two. 
Then there will bo 
no offensive smell, and the furniture 
may be used with perfect safety so 
far as danger from fire is concerned. — 
Carpet Trade Review.

of four eggs, then the stiffly beaten 
whites. 
Pour at once into a well- 
buttered iron pan and bako in a hot 
oven for about twenty-live minutes.

Denver and the Wonderful 


Sights to be seen near it. 


LETTER III. 


MR. EoitOB:—According to promise 


1 will give you in this letter my imnres 
Kions of Denver and its surroundings. 
The city has a, population of 175,000. Its 
streets are wide, well made and very 
cleanly. All the principal streets have 
well-equipped street car lines running 
through them. The entire system is un- 
der the management of one company 
and a single 5-cent fare, by the use o: 
transfers, will carry a passenger over the 
whole route. 
"We visited 
all the 


principal parts of the city on the street 
car lines; also the park and other out- 
lying points of interest. 


On Friday afternoon, 2nd inst, we took 


a train over the narrow-guage road to 
Silver Plume, via Georgetown, through 
the famous and wonderful Clear Creek 
Canon. This grand work of nature be 
gins at Golden, nine miles out of Den 
ver, and the II. P. narrow-guage rail- 
road penetrates and follows the Canon 
along the banks of Clear Creek for 35 
miles to Silver Plume—a town of 3,000 
inhabitants. 
To get a faint idea of the scenic gran 


deur try to imagine a gorge forty to fifty 
feet wide at the bottom, thirty feet of 
this taken up by a plunging, rushing 
stream, the other space being for the 
railroad, with sides of solid rock rising 
on either side anywhere from 20 to 80C 
feet, nowhere less than 45 degrees and in 
many places almost perpendicular. Then 
imagine this pass rising gradually to an 
elevation of 9176 feet, with a train of 
cars winding its way up and around 
giant hills until it gets to Georgetown, a 
town of 5000 people. 
Then put your 


keenest wits to work and imagine the 
train making a gradual rise of 80 per 
cent., and at the same time complete a 
perfect loop—the road crossing itself by 
a higher elevation. And think of the 
train moving slowly along, winding its 
way steadily and surely with its living 
freight of sight seekers who from several 
points look down through the openings 
between the mountains and see George- 
town in the dun distance below, with the 
railroad track crossing and re-crossing at 
three different elevations—all in view of 
the passengers far up the mountains 
whose hoary heads are covered with per- 
petual snow. Let your imaginations 
run wild and you will have only a very 
imperfect idea of the scenic magnificence 
of nature and the engineering skill of 
man. It must be seen to be appreciated. 


At 6:30 p. m., we took the train for 


Colorado Springs and arrived here at 
fe45—a distance of 75 miles. On our 
way down we passed Castle Rock, an 
isolated bluff standing out alone from 
the other foot-hills. 
Its elevation is 


about 300 feet, and is conical in shape. 
On the top of this cone is the rock for- 
mation for all the world resembling a 
castle built on its crest. 
' 


On Saturday morning (3rd) we»woke 


to find it raining. It cleared however 
about 9a.m., and soon after we started 
out for the "Garden of the Gods"—a ter- 
ritory covering perhaps 200 acres.- This 
space is filled with the queerest freaks of 
nature in the way of rock formations it 
is possible for man to conceive. For 
instance, there is the "Stage Coach," the 
"Veiled Lady," the "Woman at her Wash 
Tub," the "Three Graces," the "Balance 
Rock," the "Siamese Twins," and scores 
of other fanciful and grotesque forma- 
tions. What added to the beauty of the 
"Garden" were the many different colors 
and shades of the rocks themselves. No 
art of man is to be found in this Garden. 
It is a production of nature, with the ex- 
ception of Gleneyrie,—a deep glen in 
which Gen. Palmei has a beautiful pri- 
vate residence with fine lawns and wild 
scenery bcwilderingly intermixed. 


We drove from the Garden direct to 


Manitou,a beautiful summerjretreat and a 
famous health and pleasure resort—the 
veritable Switzerland of America—with 
commodious hotels, sparkling water and 
every convenience for spending a few 


• pleasant summer months. Here I took 


the car for a trip over the world-wide fa- 
mous cog-wheel railroad to the top of 
Pike's Peak. 
It is difficult to describe what may be 


seen from the car while ascending this 
Peak. Not far from the depot we find 
cool and large springs hidden under 
elopes of overhanging rocks upon which 
rest Gog and Magog, and near by the 
Lone Fisherman. Then we enter the 
Grand Pass, from which point we see 
Echo Falls and Echo Rock; then comes 
Natural Creek Tunnel, with the stupen- 
dous Hanging Rock just ahead of us. 
Thus from one point of interest quickly 
following another we pass up over 
grades of 20 to 37 per cent, rise, encir 
cling crests as we slowly creep onward 
and upward until we reach the windy 
point. Here we have our first grand 
view, from which see 40,000 square miles 
of the world can be seen. We continue 
to rise until we reach the summit of the 
everlasting snow-capped peak. 


Now comes the view of a lifetime. To 


the east our eyes res* on a vast stretch of 
buffalo plain, streams, cities, villages and 
cattle ranches. At our feet far down the 
mountain's side arc Manitou, Colorado 
Springs and the Garden of the Gods. 
On the west see Use everlasting bulwarks 
—the Great Divide of our continent with 
its immense peaks covered with the 
ynows of centuries piercing the clouds. 
Aud from 50 to 175 miles in the mi?ty 
distance, on the youth, are the Raton 
Mountains of New Mexico and the 
famous Spanish Peaks, and the cities of 
Florence, Pueblo, Altrnan and Canon 
City. To the North are Denver, Castle 
Rock and Manitou Park, with Long's 
and Gray's Peaks miles away. The view 
takes in thousands of miles of our 
earth's surface. 


The elevation of Pike's Peak is 14.147 


feet above ihe ?ea level. It laVcs two 


half boijrs to s$wad £»d out and 


a half to descend. The road from Mani- 
tou station at its base to the apex of the 
peak is a little over nine miles in length. 
For the first tune in my life, I here saw 
snow fall on the 3rd of July—we had a 
snow fall going up and coming down. 
At an elevation of 10,000 feet I saw snow 
banks on either side of the track from 
two to four feet deep. 
We spent Sunday at Colorado Springs 


attending several places of divine wor- 
ship. We will leave here to-night at 1 
o'clock iu order to pass by daylight the 
grandest scenery (I am told) of our trip 
—over the mighty Rocky Mountains 
proper—the Backbone of the Continent.

The Wheat Crop 


The world's visible supply of wheat 


was never so low as it is at present. 
It is estimated that the total visible 
supply at present for the whole world 
is not above 75,000,000 bushels. 
Be- 


sides this, this year's crop in Europe 
will be light. 
In addition, reports 


from Argentina show that the wheat 
crop there will be small on account 
of the appearance of locusts. 
It is 


now estimated the crop, winter and 
spring wheat, in the United States 
this year will exceed 550,000,000 bushels. 
All this may mean an advance in wheat. 


Crimson Clover Caution. 


The use of crimson clover for feeding 


purposes is looked upon by the farmers 
as dangerous, and many stock owners re- 
fuse to feed it to their cattle after it has 
flowered. The Statp Board of Agricul- 
ture has sent out a caution to the farm- 
ers to be very careful of the clover, for if 
fed to the stock after the seed matures it 
often proves fatal. 


Two Legs 'Broken. 


Mrs. Wiley Mellinger, residing on a 


farm of Henry Hess, near Jacobus, York 
county, fell from a wagon loaded with 
grain and sustained a very severe frac- 
ture of the left leg. A horse of Mr. 
Hess, owner of the farm, overcome by 
the heat, fell on its owner's log the same 
afternoon, and broke the limb. 
The 


horse died from the effects of the heat. 


Shot His Son*in-Law. 


A shooting affray occurred in the vil- 


lage of Winterstown, York county, Mon- 
day that may yet prove fatal. The par- 
ties to the trouble are William Miller and 
Adam Patterson, both residents of Wint- 
erstown. 3liller is a son-in-law of Pat- 
terson, and the two have not been very 
good friends for some tune past. The 
reason assigned for this estrangement is 
financial trouble. Patterson, it seems, 
sometime ago purchased a property for 
iis son-in-law, under certain conditions. 
These conditions, whatever they were, 
were not complied with and Miller was 
sold out by the Sheriff. He refused to 
quit the premises and several encounters 
of a mild nature ensued. Monday the 
two men again came together and after 
an interchange of a few hot words Pat- 
erson drew a revolver and fired three 
shots at close range at Miller, one taking 
effect in the neck, one in the shoulder 
and a third in the chest. Patterson was 
arrested and placed under bail, to await 
he result of Miller's injuries. 


The New Road Law. 


As the Legislature did not appro- 


priate $1,000,000 for roads, as requir- 
ed by the new Hamilton road bill, tbe 
old road law will continue in opera- 
tion for nt least two years yet. 


Tbe Hamilton road bill increases 


the number of supervisors to three, 
ono elected every year for a term of 
Lree years. Boad taxes are payable 


lf in cash and half iu work Each 


ownehip must be divided into at 
east two districts, each district to 
contain not less than five tniles of 
roads Tbe supervisors must appoint 
a road master for each district, as 
well as hire labor and fix their pay. 
The supervisors also elect a treasurer, 
supervisor not being allowed to fill 
any of these position*, or be interest 
ed in any road contract. 
The super- 


visors roust hold meetings every 
month, aud each gets $18 per year, 
and expenses for rent, etc.

Denver and the Wonderful 
Sights to be seen near it. 


LETTEIt III. 


Mn. JSmton:—According to promise, 
I will give you iu this letter my impres­ 
sions of Denver and its surroundings. 
The city has a population of 176,000. Its 
streets arc wide, well made and very 
cleanly. All the principal streets have 
well-equipped street car lines running 
through them. The entire system is un­ 
der the management of one company, 
and a single 5-cent fare, by tho use of 
transfers, will carry a passenger over the 
whole route. 
Wc visited 
all 
the 
principal parts of the city on the street 
car lines; also the park and other out­ 
lying points of interest. 


On Friday afternoon, 2nd inst, wo took 
a train over tho narrow-guagc road to 
Silver Plume, via Georgetown, through 
the famous and wonderful Clear Creek 
Canon. This grand work of nature be­ 
gins at Golden, nine miles out of Den­ 
ver, and the U. P. narrow-guago rail­ 
road penetrates and follows tho Canon 
along the banks of Clear Creek for 35 
miles to Silver Plume—a town of 3,000 
inhabitants. 


To get a faint idea of the scenic gran­ 
deur try to imagine a gorge forty to fifty 
feet wide at tho bottom, thirty feet of 
this taken up by a plunging, rushing 
stream, the other space being for the 
railroad, with sides of solid rock rising 
on cither side anywhere from 20 to 800 
feet, nowhere less than 45 degrees and in 
many places almost perpendicular. Then 
imagine this pass rising gradually to an 
elevation of 9170 foot* with a train of 
cars winding its way up and around 
giant hills until it gets to Georgetown, a 
town of 5000 people. Then put your 
keenest wits to work and imagine the 
train making a gradual rise of 80 per 
cent., and at the same time complete a 
perfect loop—the road crossing itself by 
a higher elevation. 
And think of the 
train moving slowly along, winding its 
way steadily and surely with its living 
freight of sight seekers who from several 
points look down through the openings 
between the mountains and sec George­ 
town in the dim distance below, with the 
railroad track crossing and re-crossing at 
three different elevations—all in view of 
the passengers far up the mountains 
whose hoary heads are covered with per­ 
petual snow. 
Let your imaginations 
run wild and you will have oniy a very 
imperfect idea of the scenic magnificence 
of nature and the engineering skill of 
man. It must be seen to be appreciated. 


At 6:30 p. m.# we took the train for 
Colorado Springs and arrived here at 
tfc45—a distance of 75 miles. 
On our 
way down we passed Castle Rock, an 
isolated bluff standing out alone from 
the other foot-hills. 
Its qlcvfltfon is 
about 300 feet, and is conical in shape. 
On tho top of this cone is the rock for­ 
mation for all the world resembling a 
castle built on its crest. 


On Saturday morning (8rd) wc awoke 
to find it raining. 
It cleared however 
about 9 a. in., and soon after we started 
out for tho “Garden of the Gods”—* ter­ 
ritory covering perhaps 200 acres.- This 
space is filled with the queerest freaks of 
nature in the way of rock formations it 
is possible for man to conceive. For 
instance, there is the “Stage Coach,” the 


a half to descend. The road from Mani- 
tou station at its base to the apex of the 
peak is a little over nine miles in length. 
For tho first time in my life, I here saw 
show fall on the 3rd of July—wc had a 
snow fall going up and coming down. 
At an elevation of 10,000 feet I saw snow 
banks on either side of the track from 
two to four feet deep. 


We spent Sunday at Colorado Springs 
attending several places of divine wor­ 
ship. 
Wc will leave here to-night at 1 
o’clock in order to pass by daylight tho 
grandest scenery (I am told) of our trip 
—over the mighty Rocky Mountains 
proper—the Backbone of the Continent.

The world’s visible supply of wheat 
was never so low as it is at present.

Not far from the depot we find 
cool and large springs hidden under 
elopes of overhanging rocks upon which 
rest Gog and Magog, and near by the 
Lone Fisherman. Then we enter the 
Grand Pass, from which point we see 
Echo Falls and Echo llock; then comes 
Natural Creek Tunnel, with the stupen­ 
dous Ilangitig Koek just ahead of us. 
Thus from one point of interest quickly 
following another we pass up over 
grades of 20 to 37 per cent, rise, encir 
cling crests as we slowly creep onward 
and upward until we reach the windy 
point, llero we have our first grand 
view, from which see 40,000 square miles 
of the world can be seen. Wc continue 
to rise until we reach the summit of the 
everlasting snow-capped peak. 


Now comes the view of a lifetime. To 
the cast our eyes rest on a vast stretch of 
buffalo plain, streams, citips, villages and 
cattle ranches. At our feet far down the 
mountain’s side aie Manitou, Colorado 
Springs and the Garden of the Gods. 
On the west see the everlasting bulwarks 
—the Great Divide of our continent with 
its immense peaks covered with the 
snows of centuries piercing the clouds. 
And from 50 to 115 miles in the misty 
distance, on the south, are the Katun 
Mountains of New Mexico and the 
famous Spanish Peaks, and the cities of 
Florence, Pueblo, Altman and Canon 
City. To the North are Denver, Castle 
Koek and Manitou Park, with Long’s 
and Gray’s Peaks miles away. The view 
takes in thousands 
of jniles of our 
earth’s surface.

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The New Road Law. 


As tho Legislature did not appro­ 
priate $1,000,000 for roads, «8 requir* 
ed by the new Hamilton road bill, the 
old road law will continue in opera­ 
tion for at leaBt two years yet. 


The Hamilton road bill increases 
the number of supervisors to three, 
ono elected every year for a term of 
three years. 
Road taxes are payable 
half in cash and half in work Each 
township must be divided into at 
least two districts, each district to 
contain not less than five miles of 
roads Tho supervisors must appoint 
a road master far each district, as 
well as hire labor and fix their pay. 
The supervisors also elect & treasurer, 
supervisor not being allowed to fill 
any of these positions, or be interest 
ed iu any road contract. 
The super* 
visors must 
hold meeting» 
every 
month, and each gets $18 pur year, 
and expenses for rent, etc.

L ater.—Since tho above was in type 
we learn that Mr. Miller died from the 
injuries about noon on Saturday, and 
was buried in the Reformed cemetery at 
East Berlin Tuesday morning. He was 
aged 25 years and 6 months. A wife and 
one child survive him.

Miss Sallie, daughter of the late Wm. 
Hake, of this county, died at her home in 
Carlisle last Friday. On the 7th of June 
she was badly burned with coal oil. It 
seems that she was filling the lamps when 
some of the oil got on her apron and 
dress, which took fire as she went to the 
stove soon after, and her whole body be­ 
came ablaze.

Modern iceboxes on wheels made up 
into trains were sent northward on 
fast passenger train schedule. Chi- 
cago to-day is really receiving its 
strawberries by fast mail, for the "train 
on which the Government transports 
its North and South mails carries 
berries by the thousand cases. 


In the busiest part of the shipping 


season the company runs a regular 
strawberry train from the South. Cars 
are picked up at all points where the 
fruit is grown, made up into one train 
and sent through to Chicago at the rate 
of fifty miles an hour. 


During the first months of the year a 


near Hammond who ship from one to 
fifty cases of berries daily. Patches 
run from one to five acres, though ten- 
acre fields are not unknown. Ben and 
"Eaz" Rogers were the pioneer, straw- 
berry growers and shippers at this 
point. They began fifteen years ago 
and acquired a fortune in the business. 
They had formerly been engaged in 
breeding goats.

chance to set out some strawberry 
plant^ which produced a return com- 
pared with which goatnesh. dropped 
out of sight. 


The venture of the Rogers brothers 


was noted and followed until' even poor 
Billy's back yard range was turned np 
and set out in plants. Where once the 
combative "William held sway among 
discarded tinware and hoopskirts a 
million ''Mitchell early's'' bloom and 
yield in the greatest abundance. A 
Ponchateula woman who ran a large 
farm bought the goat herd and she, in 
turn, finally disposed of them in favor 
of strawberry-growing at $4 a case. 


The acreage here probably exceeds 


1500 and it is increasing yearly. A 
single day's shipment has reached as 
high as five carloads and nearly the 
entire output goes to Chicago. 


Some of the growers have realized 


big profits in the berry business. 
James Gould is said to have made $700 
from an acre patch in a single season. 
Mrs. E. F. Brown, whose place is 
within a mile of Hammond, told the 
Record correspondent that she had 
cleared S150 from her single acre. 


This season has been too wet for 


strawberries. 
"When shipped wet, in 


which condition they have frequently

One reason why people fail in clean- 
ine: furniture coverings is that they

are too economical in the use of

It must be literally poured 
Dn to be eflective. 
Standing in the 
breeze, it will evaporate very quickly, 
and will destroy 
every vestige of 
moths. 
If the articles are to be left 
in the house, they may be wrapped in 
sheets tightly pinned around them. 
This keeps a certain amount of tho 
odor in the furniture for a long time, 
and rentiers it doubly safe. 


It cannot be too strongly emphasized 
that no light of any kind must be 
taken 
into tho 
rooms 
while 
tho 
naphtha-cleaned 
articles 
recently 
finished are there. 
Tho inilamniablo 
nature of naphtha vapor makes it ex- 
ceedingly dangerous 
when 
brought 
near a flame. 


Cushions,carpets and wool draperies 
may safely be cleaned in this way,and 
all that 
is necessary is to throw all 
draperies over a line in the yard, open 
the windows, remove the wrapping 
from the furniture, and let the breeze 
have a full sweep^ through the rooms 
for u day or two. ' Then there will bo 
no ofiensive smell, and tbe furniture 
may be used with perfect satety so 
far as danger from fire is concerned. —

Denver and the Wonderful 
Sights to be seen near it» 


LBTTKU HI. 


Mn. Enitou:—According to promise, 
1 will give you in this letter my Impres- 
eious of Denver and its surrounduigs. 
TIio city has a population of 176,000. Its 
streets are wide, well made and very 
cleanly. All the principal streets have 
well-equipped street car lines running 
through them. 
The entire system is un- 
der the management of one company, 
and a single 5-cent fare, by the use of 
transfers, will carry a passenger over the 
whole route. 
"We visited 
all 
the 
principal parts of the city on the street 
car lines; also the park and other out- 
lying points of interest. 


On Friday afternoon, 2nd inst, wo took 
a train over the narrow-guage road to 
Silver Plume, via Georgetown, through 
the famous and wonderful Clear Creek 
Canon. 
This grand work of nature be- 
gins at Golden, nine miles out of Den- 
ver, and the U. P. narrow-guago rail- 
road penetrates and follows the Canon 
along the banks of Clear Creek for 35 
miles to Silver Plume—a town of 8,000 
inhabitants. 


To get a faint idea of the scenic gran- 
deur try to imagine a gorge forty to fifty 
feet wide at the bottom, thirty feet of 
this taken up by a plunging, rushing 
stream, the other space being for the 
railroad, with sides of solid rock rising 
on cither side anywhere from 20 to 800 
feet, nowhere less than 45 degrees and in 
many places almost perpendicular. Then 
imagine this pass rising gradually to an 
elevation of 9170 fcot> with a train of 
cars winding its way up and around 
giant hills until it gets to Georgetown, a 
town of 5000 people. 
Then put your 
keenest wits to work and imagine the 
train making a gradual rise or 80 per 
cent., and at the same time complete a 
perfect loop—the road crossing itself by 
a higher elevation. 
And think of the 
train moving slowly alon^, winding its 
way steadily and surely wUh its living 
freight of sight seekers who from several 
points look down through the openings 
between the mountains and sec George- 
town in the dim distance below, with the 
railroad track crossing and re-crossing at 
three different elevations-all in view of 
the passengers far up the mountains 
whose hoary heads are covered with per- 
petual snow. 
Let your imaginations 
run wild and you will have only a very 
imperfect idea of the scenic magnificence 
of nature and the engineering skill of 
man. It must be seen to be appreciated. 
At 6:30 p. m., we took the train for 
Colorado Springs and arrived here at 
9r45—a distance of 75 miles. 
On our 
way down we passed Castle Rock, an 
•fa " " " 


a half to desccnd. The road from Mani- 
tou station at its base to the apex of the 
peak is a little over nine miles in length. 
For the first time In my life, I here saw 
snow fall on the 8rd of July—we had a 
snowfall going up and coming down. 
At an elevation of 10,000 feet I saw snow 
banks on either side of the track from 
two to four feet deep. 


Wo spent Sunday at Colorado Springs 
attendii^ several places of divine wor- 
ship. 
We will leave here to-night at 1 
o'clock in order to pass by daylight the 
grandest scenery (I am told) of our trip 
—over the mighty Rocky Mountains 
proper-the Backbone of the Continent.

isolated bluff standing out alone from 
the other foot-hills. 
Its qlev/^tion is 
about 300 feet, and is conical in shape. 
On the top of this cone is the rock lon- 
matiou for all the world resetnbling a 
castle built on its crest. 


On Saturday morning (8rd) wc awoke 
to find it raining. 
It cleared however 
about 9 a. m., and soon after we started 
out for the "Garden of the Gods"—a ter- 
ritory covering perhaps 200 acres.- This 
space is filled with the queerest freaks of 
nature in the way of rock formations it 
is possible for man to conceive. 
For 
instance, there is the '^Stage Coach," the 
"Veiled Lady," the "Woman at her Wash 
Tub." the "Three Graces," the "Balance 
Rock," the "Siamese Twins," and scores 
of other fanciful and grotesque forma- 
tions. What added to the beauty of the 
"Garden" were the many different colors 
and shades of the rocks themselves. No 
art of man is to be found in this Garden. 
It is a production of nature, with the ex- 
ceiition of Olenoyrie,—a deep ^len in 
which Gen. PalmeJ has a beautiiul pri- 
vate rcsideuce with fine lawns and wild 
scenery bewildoringly intermixed. 


We drove from the Garden direct to 
Manitou,a beautiful summeriretrcat and a 
famous health and pleasure resort—the 
veritable Switzerland of America—with 
commodious liotels, sparkling water and 
every convenience for spending a few 
^ pleasant summer months. Here I took 
the car for a trip over the world-wide fa- 
mous cog-wheel railroad to the top of 
Tike's Peak. 


It is diilicult to describe what may be 
.seen from the car while ascending this 
Peak. 
Not far from the depot we find 
cool and large springs hidden under 
slopes of overliunging rocks upon which 
rest Gog and Magog, and near by the 
Lone Fisherman. Thou we enter the 
Grand Pass, from which point we see 
Echo Falls and Echo Kock; then comes 
Natural Creek Tunnel, with the stupen- 
dous Hanging Kock just ahead of us. 
Thus from one point of interest quickly 
following anotlier wc jjass up over 
grades of 20 to 
per cent, rise, encir 
cling crests as we slowly creep onward 
and upward until wo reach the windy 
point. 
Here wo have our first grand 
view, from which see 40,000 square miles 
of the world can be seen. Wo continue 
to rise until wc reach the summit of the 
everlasting snow-capped peak. 


Now comes the view of a lifetime. To 
the east our eyus rest on a vast stretch of 
buffalo plain, streams, cities, villages and 
cattle ranches. At our feet far down the 
mountain's side aic Manitou, Colorado 
bprings and the Garden of the Gods. 
On the M^cst see the everlasting bulwarks 
—the Great JJivide of our continent with 
its imnieube peaks covered with the 
snows of centurics piercing the clouds. 
And from 50 to 175 miles in the misty 
distance, on the south, arc the Kalun 
Mountains of New Mexico and tJie 
famous Spanish Peaks, and the cities of 
Floruuce, I'uebio, Altmnn and Canon 
City. To the North are Denver, Castle 
Kock and Manitou Park, with Long's 
und Gray's Peaks miles away. The view 
takes in thoufaands 
of jniles of our 
earth's surface.

Tbe Hamilton ruad bill increases 
tbe number of supervisors to three, 
one elected every year for a term of 
three years. 
Road taxes are payable 
half in cash and half in work 
Each 
township must be divided into at 
least two districts, each district to 
contain not less tban five miles of 
roads 
The supervisors must appoint 
a road master fur each district, as 
well ns biro labor and fix their pay. 
Tbe fiuperviBurs also elect a treasurer 
supervisor not being allowed to fil 
any of tbeso positions, or be interest 
ed iu any road contract. 
The super- 
visors must 
hold 
meetinfis 
every 
month, and each gets $18 pur year, 
and expenses for rent, etc.

its North and 
South mails

season the company runs 
a regular 
strawberry train from the South. Cars 
are j^icked up at all points where the 
fruit is grown, made up into one train 
and sent through to Chicago at the rate 
of iifty miles an hour.

Ponchateula M*oman who ran a large 
farm bought the goat herd and she, in 
turn, finally disposed of them in favor 
of strawberry-growing at 
a case. 


The acreage here probably exceeds 
1500 and it is increasing yearly.

single day's shipment has reached as 
high as five carloads and nearly the 
entire output goes to Chicago. 


Some of the growers have realized 
big profits in the berry 
business, 
James Gould is said to have made $700 
from an acre patch in a single season. 
Mrs. E. F. Brown, Avhose place 
is 
within a mile of Hammond, told the 
Record correspondent that 
she 
had 
cleared $150 from her single acre< 


This season has been too wet for 
strawberries. 
"WTien shipped wet, in 
which condition they have frequently 
been sent aAvay, the berries fail to stand 
the trip to Chicago, and are little more 


close and systematic study given to tho 
subject in recent years, it has come to 
be generally recognized that one of the 
lending sources of danger to health in 
the home is tho cellar.

A damp cellar is a nuisance, as well as 
a great source of d'sease, and every 
precaution should be taken to guard 
against this fault. 


Brick is porous in its nature, but if 
it must be used the Avails should be 
coated Avith tar on the outside; with 
stone walls cement should be mixed 
with the mortar, in order that moisture 
may not seej) through the interstices 
of the stone. 
The floor should be care- 
fully coated with concrete and cement- 
ed, and a tile tbain should be laid from 
the lowest point to run off water that 
may gather as a result of 
accident.
